ORDER 

The above-captioned matter came to this Court from the Superior Court of the District of 
Columbia on July 12, 2005, upon Notice of Removal by defendant Federal Home Loan Mortgage 
Corp. ("Freddie Mac"). Plaintiff Patricia Kidd is representing herself, /?ro se. Defendants L. 
Darren Goldberg, Draper & Goldberg, PLLC, and Wells Fargo Home Mortgage Corp. filed a 
motion to dismiss on July 18, 2005, and defendant Freddie Mac filed a similar motion on August 
8, 2005. In Fox v. Strickland , 837 F.2d 507 (D.C. Cir. 1988), the Court of Appeals held that a 
district court must take pains to advise /?ro se plaintiffs of the consequences of failing to respond 
to a dispositive motion. "That notice ... should include an explanation that the failure to respond 
... may result in the district court granting the motion and dismissing the case." Id at 509. 

Accordingly, this court wishes to advise plaintiff that she must file with the Clerk of the 
U.S. District Court a response to defendants' previously filed motions within fourteen (14) days of 
the date of this order, that is by not later than October 19, 2005. If plaintiff does not respond, the 
court will treat the motions as conceded and dismiss the case.
